PREVENTION  OF  SPREAD  OF  TICK  FEVER  IN  CATTLE 

Amendment  2  to  B.  A.  T.  Order  380,  effective  June  19,  1949,  gives  notice  that 
the  contagious  and  infectious  disease  known  as  splenetic  or  tick  fever  exists  in 
cattle  in  portions  of  the  States  of  Florida  and  Texas,  and  in  the  Territory  of 
Puerto  Rico,  and  that  those  sections  are  therefore  quarantined  and  the  move- 
ment of  cattle  therefrom  is  restricted  by  regulation.  Protection  of  the  livestock 
interests  of  the  United  States  requires  such  measures  to  limit  the  spread  of  ticks.
